Helena, Montana, January 9, 1929

JOHN SALERN—Hill; grand larceny; one to three years. Because 
of previous excellent reputation, a needy family, and recommendation of 


hundreds of citizens of Hill county and Warden of prison, Salern was par- . 
doned Feb. 24, 1927. 


J. B. EVANS—Lewis and Clark; petit larceny; six months in jail. Par- 
doned March 11, 1927, after serving four months; recommended by County 
Attorney. 


WESLEY CAGLE—Granite; violation of prohibition laws; sentenced 
June 15, 1926, and had been in county jail nine months. Because of im- 
paired health pardon was granted March 11, 1927, on reocmmendation of 
Judge and petition of citizens and officials. 


ROLLAND SALLERS—Park; grand larceny; two to four years, in 
November, 1926, many citizens of county asked clemency, claiming the 
young man was more sinned against than sinning, and on April 12, 1927, a 
pardon was granted so that relatives might take and care for him. 


BYRON CRAWSHAW—Rosebud; violation of prohibition laws; sen- 
tenced in June, 1926, to one year in county jail and fined $1,000 on one count. 
and on a second sentence to eighty days and fined $2.00. Upon recommen- 
dation of Judge, County Attorney and Sheriff, pardon was granted May 
Deeste le 


WONG CHONG KEE-—Yellowstone; selling narcotics; sentenced in 
May, 1925, to five to ten years and $1,000 fine. Pardon was granted and 
fine remitted on June 9, 1927, on condition that Kee be taken to friends 
in San Francisco and remain outside Montana. Recommended by Judges 
and County Attorney. 


A. JUHRAY—Silver Bow; murder; life; had served seven and one- 
half years. In view of all facts in the case and petitions extensively signed 
by the most prominent business and professional men of Butte, pardon 
was granted July 1, 1927. 


JAMES GALE—Yellowstone; statutory offense; two to four years; 
sentenced in September, 1926. Because of prior excellent reputation, the 
needs of a dependent mother and wife, and recommendation of the County 
Attorney, Gale was pardoned July 18, 1927. 


A. L. WILLIAMS—Stillwater; burglary; three to six years; sentenced 
in July, 1925. Because of serious illness and on condition that Williams 
go to his people in Massachusetts and remain away from Montana, he was 
pardoned on July 18, 1927. Recommended by County Attorney and not 
opposed by Judge. 


M. E. DAVIS—Vallev: first degree murder; ten to twenty years; 
sentenced in July, 1926. Prisoner was seventy-four years old, in ill health, 
and had been confined to prison hospital a greater part of the time. Be- 
cause of his age and physical condition, he was pardoned January 18, 1928. 


JOHN C. DIMOND—Missoula; petit larceny; six months in county jail 
and fined $500; sentenced in October, 1927. Dimond was a student at the 
State University, working his way through the institution, and had thereto- 
fore borne a good reputation. In the belief that he had learned his lesson, 
in response to numerous petitions he was pardoned June 13, 1928. 


STATE OF MONTANA 27 


JESSE TARBELL—McCone; giving intoxicant to a minor; nine months 
in county jail and fined $500; sentenced November 18, 1927. Petitions 
were submitted by citizens of McCone county and a recommendation by the 
County Attorney. Pardon granted June 28, 1928, on condition that he pay 
a fine of $250 to the county. 


RICHARD KOHLER—Cascade; manslaughter; four to eight years; 
sentenced in December, 1927. Many petitions and letters represented that 
the act was largely a matter of accident, that Kohler was not a criminal, 
and had borne a fine reputation in Great Falls, where he had lived many 
years. The County Attorney recommended clemency. A pardon was 
granted to Kohler September 19, 1928. 


F. N. SEVERANCE—Granite; sentenced to county jail term. Upon 
recommendation of County Attorney and certificate of County Physician 


that Severance’s life was despaired of, a pardon was granted November 
19, 1928. 


ELSIE STEWART—Fergus; involuntary manslaughter; sentenced July 
8, 1926, to five to ten years. Upon certificate of the Prison Physician that 
the prisoner. was in a critical condition and probably would not long sur- 
vive, and recommendation of the Warden, a pardon was granted on Novem- 
ber 20, 1928. 


KEITH POLLOCK and PHILIP STAATS—Silver Bow; grand larceny; 
sentenced September 1, 1928, to one to two years. These lads were high 
school students in Tillamook, Oregon, and on a trip through the country 
attempted to steal a car at Butte, but were apprehended. It appeared that 
the boys were never before in trouble and that they probably did not realize 
the seriousness of their offense. The owner of the car and police officers 
of Butte recommended clemency, and on December 18, 1928, they were par- 
doned. 


Commutations 


WONG FONG—Yellowstone; illegal use of narcotics; sentenced Janu- 
ary 8, 1926, to five to ten years. Clemency was strongly urged by the Judge 
who pronounced sentence, who felt that a great injustice had been done the 
defendant. January 25, 1927, sentence was commuted to two to four years. 


CHARLES GRANT—Daniels; rape; sentenced March 22, 1921, to twen- 
ty-five years. Judge, County Attorney and most of jurors in the case recom- 
mended clemency, and on March 11, 1927, sentence was commuted to twelve 
years. 


ROBERT HOLMES—Beaverhead; grand larceny; sentenced February 8, 
1926, to four to eight years. Upon recommendation of Judge and County 
Attorney sentence was commuted to two to four years on April 14, 1927. 


ED MOORE—Fergus; grand larceny; sentenced in January, 1926, to 
four to eight years. Judge and County Attorney strongly recommended 
clemency. Commuted to two to four years on April 14, 1927. 


GUS GODLEY—Fergus; second degree murder; sentenced in November, 
1920, to twenty to forty years. Judge and County Attorney urged clemency 
and many citizens signed petitions. Sentence commuted April 20, 1927, to 
twelve to twenty-four years. 

FRANK BRUCE—Musselshell; burglary; sentenced October 8, 1924, to 
six to twelve years. Action recommended by Judge, County Attorney and 
Warden. Sentence commuted April 20, 1927, to four to eight years. 

ROY L. ALLEN—Musselshell; burglary; sentenced October 8, 1924, to 
seven to fourteen years. On April 20, 1927, commutation was granted to 
four to eight years, upon recommendation of Judge, County Attorney and 
Warden. 

FORREST FOWLKES—Yellowstone; assault; sentenced in June, 1926, 
to two and one-half to five years. That he might be eligible to parole and 
thus permitted to go home and care for his four children, sentence was on 
June 10, 1927, commuted to two to four years, upon the recommendation of 
Judge, County Attorney and Warden. 
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HAZEL MOORE—Yellowstone; selling narcotics; sentenced in May, 
1925, to five to ten years and fined $1,000. Upon recommendation of County 


Attorney sentence was commuted to four to eight years and fine remitted, on 
Julyy ign 927. 


TOM HEM—Yellowstone; violation of Drug Act; sentenced in May, 
1925, to five to ten years and fined $1,000. On July 1, 1927, sentence was. 
commuted to four to eight years and fine remitted, on recommendation of 
County Attorney. 


THOMAS GOULD—Flathead; second degree murder; sentenced No- 
vember 18, 1916, to life imprisonment. The crime was committed while 
Gould was crazed with liquor; he had been an exemplary citizen, and many 
of his neighbors petitioned for clemency so that he might return to his. 
needy family. On August 1, 1927, sentence was commuted to twenty to 
forty years. 


LEWIS POSPISIL—Fergus; forgery; sentenced February 11, 1927, to . 
two to four years. Judge, County Attorney and other officials and many 
citizens of the county, recommended clemency, and on August 1, 1927, sen- 
tence was cut to one to two years. 


HELGE JOHNSON—Roosevelt; rape; sentenced October 17, 1920, to 
forty-nine and one-half to ninety-nine and one-half years. Prisoner’s health 
was failing and on recommendation of Judge and County Attorney and 
many other citizens sentence was commuted on August 15, 1927, to four- 
teen to twenty-eight years. 


CLINTON BREWER—Prairie; first degree assault; sentenced in Sep- 
tember, 1925, to five to ten years. Upon recommendation of County At- 


torney and Warden sentence was cut to four to eight years September 12, 
1927: 


NICK PAVICH—Lewis and Clark; murder; sentenced July 28, 1917, 
to forty-eight to ninety-six years. The crime was not committed by Pavich 
but in his presence. Upon recommendation of the County Attorney and 
petition of citizens sentence was on September 12, 1927, commuted to 
eighteen to twenty-five years. 


A. WIGHT—Blaine; forgery; sentenced in April, 1925, to four to ten 
years. Sentence was commuted October 14, 1927, to two and one-half to 
seven years, on recommendation of Judge and County Attorney and certifi- 
cate of prison physician. 

E. H. HOWARD—Fergus; obtaining money under false pretenses; 
sentenced January 5, 1927, to two and one-half to five years. Judge and 
County Attorney urged clemency. Commuted November 10, 1927, to one 
and one-half to three years. 


ALBERT PANICCO—Flathead; rape; fifteen to thirty years, sentenced 
May 2, 1924. Because of previous good reputation, the needs of his large 
family, and petitions from many Flathead citizens, sentence was on Novem- 
ber 28, 1927, commuted to seven to fourteen years. 


E. V. PHILLIPS—Valley; felony; sentenced July 23, 1917, to twenty- 
five to fifty years. Because of his advanced age and failing health commu- 
tation was granted November 28, 1927, to twenty to thirty years. 


VICTOR MILLER—Missoula; robbery; sentenced February 9, 1927, to 
thirteen to thirty-six years. On recommendation of County Attorney and 
numerous Missoula citizens sentence was on November 28, 1927, commuted 
to one and one-half to three years. 


SAM AGEE—Teton; felony; sentenced March 30, 1926, to five to fifteen 
years. Judge and District Attorney thought sufficient punishment had been 
inflicted and many citizens petitioned in Agee’s behalf. Sentence commuted 
February 1, 1928, to four to eight years. 

VINCENT GALLAGHER—Carbon; attempted robbery; sentenced De- 
cember 9, 1926, to six to twelve years. On recommendation of Judge who 
tried case and petitions from neighbors of prisoner, sentence was commuted 
to two to eight years on February 1, 1928. 
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VIRGIL A. BURCH—Missoula; subornation of perjury; sentenced 
March 28, 1926, to five to ten years. Petition signed by many officials. 
of Missoula county and endorsed by County Attorney. Commuted Febru- 
ary 1, 1928, to three and one-half to seven years. 


ARTHUR GALAHAN—Beaverhead; larceny; sentenced June 26, 1927, 
to four to eight years. Galahan was only nineteen when sentenced and had 
never before been in trouble. County Attorney recommended clemency and 
on February 4, 1928, sentence was commuted to one to four years. 


LEO BRESLIN—Flathead; felony; sentenced January 22, 1926, to five 
to ten years. On recommendation of Warden sentence commuted February 
24, 1928, to four to eight years. 


JOE BLAIR—Prairie; burglarly; sentenced in November, 1926, to four 
to eight years. Upon recommendation of Judge who tried case sentence 
was on March 20, 1928, commuted to three to six years. 


{ HARLAND PING—Gallatin; assault; sentenced in March, 1927, to 
five to ten years. On showing made in petitions, endorsed by the Judge 
presiding, sentence was commuted March 28, 1928, to two to five years. 


W. E. LELAND—Cascade; second degree assault; sentenced November 
7, 1927, to two and one-half to six years. Because of youth of prisoner 
and petitions from citizens, with letters from the prosecuting witness and 
Leland’s former employers, sentence was on May 2, 1928, commuted to one 
to two years.

IRWIN WOODWARD—Dawson; grand larceny; sentenced in February, 
1927, to five to ten years. Sentence commuted December 8, 1928, to three 
to six years, on recommendation of County Attorney. 


MARK D. SMITH—Mineral; iarceny; sentenced in December, 1926, to 
four and one-half to nine years. Because of previous good record and a 
dependent family, sentence was commuted to three and one-half to six 
years, on December 8, 1928. 


WILLIAM HARRIS—Cascade; second degree murder; sentenced in 
February, 1922, to thirty to sixty years. Because of mitigating circum- 
stances in the case and numerously signed petitions and the Warden’s recom- 
‘mendation, sentence was on December 8, 1928, cut to fourteen to twenty- 
eight years. 
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EMMET JENNINGS—Cascade; possessing one grain of narcotics; sen- 
tenced April 9, 1928, to two and one-half to five years. Many citizens peti- 
tioned for clemency, together with the County Attorney and Sheriff. On 
December 8, 1928, sentence was commuted to one and one-half to three 
years. 

JESSE DUNCAN—Wheatland; statutory rape; sentenced in December, 
1927, to two to four years. On recommendation of County Attorney and 
certain affidavits, sentence was on December 8, 1928, commuted to one to 
two years.

A Joint Resolution proposing an application to Congress to call a 
Constitutional Convention for the purpose of amending the Constitution of 
the United States to make subject to taxation all evidence of indebtedness 
of the United States, the several States, Municipal Corporations, Counties, 
and all taxing subdivisions and taxing units thereof, together with the 
interest on and income from such evidence of indebtedness. — 

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the State of Idaho: 


- Section A. That with the concurrence of the Legislature of two-thirds 
of the several States of the United States, application is herby made to 
Congress to call a constitutional Convention for the purpose of proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution of the United States; said proposed 
amendment to read as follows: 


AMENDMENT NO. 20 


Section 1. All evidence of indebtedness of the United States, the sev- 
eral States, municipal corporations, counties, and all taxing subdivisions 
and taxing unities thereof, together with interest on and income derived 
from such evidence of indebtedness, shall be subject to taxation by the 
United States, the several States, municipal corporations, counties, and all 
taxing subdivisions and taxing units thereof. 


Section 2. The Congress and the several States shall have power to 
enforce this Article by appropriate legislation.

Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


We, your special committee appointed by virtue of and pursuant to 
House Resolution No. 8, visited the Tuberculosis Sanitarium at Galen, Mon- 
tana, on January 18, 1929, and then inquired into the needs and cost of 
certain improvements and replacements requested by the Superintendent 
thereof. 


Among other improvements, the Superintendent of the above Sani- 
tarium has requested the construction of a hospital building for the bene- 
fit of the attending physicians and to equip the same with modern equip- 
ment for research and diagnosis work at an estimated cost of $40,000.00 
for the said building and $20,000.00 for the equipment and furnishings to. 
be installed therein. 


We find that the Sanitarium has not equipment to enable the attend- 
ing physicians to make proper research and diagnosis of the different cases 
admitted to the Sanitarium and have not hospital facilities to enable the 
physicians to properly do their work. We believe, however, that with 
the use of brick made by the State Institution and with available labor 
that could be employed from the Prison, the said building could be con- 
structed for a sum not to exceed $24,201.00 and that the said building 
could be furnished and equipped with modern and up-to-date equipment for 
a sum not to exceed $17,304.00. 


We, therefore, recommend that there be constructed at the Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium at Galen, Montana, an additional building to be known as 
a hospital building and that the same be furnished and equipped in order 
to provide the attending physicians with every facility necessary to carry 
on their work, and that the sum of $24,201.00 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose of the construction of said building and the sum of $17,304.00 be ap- 
propriated for the purpose of furnishing and equipping the same.

Among other improvements, the Warden has requested the construction 
of an addition to the Auto License office or building 40x60 feet in dimension 
at an estimated cost of Twelve Thousand Dollars ($12,000.00), and has also 
requested an appropriation of Three Thousand Dollars ($3000.00) for furni- 
ture and fixtures to equip and furnish the same. 


We find the facilities in the auto License office or building to be crowded 
and not sufficiently large to properly take care of the continual increasing 
business of this department. We believe, however, that an addition to this 
building of the size before stated would be entirely ample for the needs 
of this department for several years to come and that such addition, with 
the aid of available labor at the Penitentiary, could be constructed for a 
sum not to exceed Seven Thousand Dollars ($7000.00) and could be fur- 
nished and equipped for a sum not to exceed Two Thousand Dollars 
($2000.00), these amounts to be paid out of the Auto Theft Fund which is 
at this time ample for that purpose. 


We, therefore, recommend that the Warden of the Penitentiary be 


authorized to construct such an addition to the Auto License building, and

one-third from September 12th, 1927 to January 7th, 1929.

Chancellor Brannon appoints a local director and Dr. McMullen recom- 
mends the faculty. They are under the jurisdiction of the Eastern Mon- 
tana Normal School. They send their grades to the Eastern Montana Nor- 
mal School. 


Students obtain room and board on the average of about $30.00 a 
month. 


Question ?—Are they living cheaper here now, around the city than if 
they could live in dormitories? Answer—just about as cheaply. Question? 
—How many students do you think could go out and find rooms without 
building dormitories? -Answer---The City of Billings could house all of 
them if called upon to do so. 

Question? How about dormitories? Answer—If the laws could be 
amended so that dormitories could be built and pay for themselves, we could 
charge $35.00 a month for room and board and give the students good, 
fine accommodations and pay for the dormitory in twenty years. 

There are 17 faculty members and three members in the business office. 

The institution pays no rent to the Yellowstone District No. 2, but it 
pays for refurnishing. 

Number of rooms which the institution occupies: (offered by Yellow- 
stone District No. 2). 

Administration building—6 

McKinley building—3. 

Broadwater building—2. 

Jefferson building—1. 

Washington building—4 

We rent a small store building for the department of oral English. 

Two year course for graduation. A second grade certificate can be 
obtained at the end of three regular quarters and a summer session. 

We keep our students in the Billings system about one-sixth of the 


time. Second year people have intensive teaching for one-half day for three 
months. | 


We graduated 45 students the first year, and at present have one hun- 
dred and twenty-seven teachers out in the field. 

The appropriation for the first year was $50,000.00 and for the second 
year, 1928-29, was $70,000.00. The expense on repairs and replacements

was $5,000.00. Our heat, light, and water bill for last year was $750.00 for 
ten months. 


Question—Do you have any form of an assembly? Answer—Yes, we 
have a weekly luncheon at the Commercial Club of the entire student body 
for 85c each. The Commercial Club offers us the use of that building for 
any use that we may want it for. We have 150 folding chairs to use in an 
assembly hall in the Commercial Club. Other chairs furnished as needed by 
the Club. 


For $60.00 per month, we rent the Y. M. C. A. Their athletic director 
coaches our basket ball team. We have about twenty boys in the student 
body. 

Question—What appropriations have you asked for? Answer—Our 
request is this: We have asked for $350,000.00; $200,000.00 to be spent 
the first year and $150,000.00 to be spent the second year; the building to 
be built in wings. This is just the capital investment—not including the, 
operating expenses. 


Question—Would your plans or specifications be drawn up so you could 
add to this building? Answer—Yes. 


Question—How many students can you take care of in the building you 
are asking for? Answer—Five or six hundred students and a training 
school, which would be in the same building for the present.. Also, a 
gymnasium and an assembly hall that would seat 1,200 people. 


We have made no request for a dormitory. Billings will take care of 
our people. 


The steel chairs that we have bought can be moved in to the new 
building. We have a good bit of projection apparatus and science equip- 
ment. 


Every teacher has a master’s degree, except the music and art 
specialists. 


Question—With the room you have now, could you stand much of 
an increase? Answer—Not much. 


The contract with Yellowstone District No. 2 expired this year on 
January ist, 1929. They need our library now, because the high school 
has no library. 


The high school teachers have been bearing the load of teaching our 
girls and we haven’t paid them a cent. We have almost one-half of the 
Billings system helping us. ; 

Question—Would you need an increase in faculty if you moved into 
the new building? Answer—Yes, we would have to have an increase in 
faculty, but we would still keep our first year people in the Billings 
System. We would like to have our girls in the rural communities for 
training. 

How many counties have you represented at the present time? An- 
swer—42 out of 56. 


Arnold moved that we dispense with reading the Geographical Distri- 
bution, Fall quarter 1928, and resume reading following the list of counties.

Our site is east of the 110th meridian, and most of our students come 
from east of the 110th meridian, and most of our teachers are east of the 
110th meridian. Refer to charts Nos. 1 and 2. 


A further survey of the Eastern Montana Normal School discloses. 
the fact that 251 students were at present being housed in six buildings 
of the Billings system, scattered over an approximate area of two miles 
as disclosed by Chart No. 3. 


The expenditures as presented in the budget for the year 1927-1928. 
cover only a ten month period, due to the fact that the most of the salaries. 
did not start until the first.of September of that year. All other years will 
show a twelve month period. 


Inasmuch as the survey made by this Committee discloses the facts. 
as mentioned above, and inasmuch as the Eastern Montana Normal School 
is and has been designated a state institution and has carried on for the 
past two years under conditions that cannot possibly exist for any length 
of time in a manner that is a credit, not only to the people of Billings, 
os to President McMullen and the faculty, as well as the most loyal student 

ody; 


Inasmuch as these conditions mentioned consist of the State of Mon- 
tana in part, existing on the charity of the people of Billings, which is. 
rapidly being stretched to the limit, as well as their capacity for caring 
for the ever-growing student body and school needs; 


That the students are at present forced to cover the long stretches, re- 
gardless of weather to attend their various classes, thus taking up valuable 
time and cutting down their own efficiency; 


That many of the rooms now being used are in some cases not only 
unsanitary, being located in basements with little or no ventilation; 


That there is considerable confusion caused by the conducting of the 
Normal School classes in buildings also occupied by the city schools and 
many other unsatisfactory conditions. 


Inasmuch as the City of Billings, thru its progressive business men. 
have donated one of the choicest sites that could possibly be obtained, 
located practically within the city limits, easily accessible, with water, 
sewer and gas and other conveniences necessary at hand, scenically ideal, 
comprising 52 acres which is now deeded to and owned by the State of 
Montana, which plot cost the business men of Billings $25,000.00. 


Therefore, we your Committee do hereby recommend that adequate ap- 
propriation be made to care for the present needs and future growth of 
the Eastern Montana Normal School, located at Billings and believe that 
the requests made in the appropriation budget are not in. excess of the 
immediate needs.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was received from the select committee appointed 
to act under H. R. No. 3: 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


We, your special committee, appointed by virtue of and pursuant to 
House Resolution No. 3, visited the Montana State Hospital for Insane at 
Warm Springs, Montana, on January 18, 1929, and then inquired into the 
es and cost of certain improvements requested by the Superintendent 
thereof. 

The Superintendent has requested the construction of a building for the 
purpose of housing the criminal insane which are now confined to the 
Hospital. The Superintendent has also requested the construction of a 
building to be used for the accommodation and housing of the physicians 
attending the Hospital, also a new boiler room and the installing therein 
of an additional boiler and stoker, and has also requested appropriations 
for the purpose of constructing other buildings. The Superintendent has 
estimated that the cost of the construction of the building to be used for 
housing the criminal insane would be approximately, by contract, $121,- 
600.00; by using inmate labor and brick made by inmates, approximately 
$92,200.00; that the cost for the construction of the building for the accom- 
modation of the physicians would be approximately, by contract, $35,- 
600.00; by using labor and bricks made by inmates, approximately $30,- 
200.00, and the cost of constructing an addition to the boiler room and 
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installing a new boiler and stoker would be approximately the sum of 
$8,000.00. The Superintendent has estimated that the total cost of construc- 
tion of the different buildings which he has requested, using brick manu- 
factured at the Hospital and available labor, would be approximately 
$130,400.00 in addition to the cost of furnishing the same. 


We find that the building now used for the purpose of housing the 
criminal insane, which have been committed to the institution, is entirely 
inadequate both in size and construction to be used for that purpose; that 
the interior is a frame structure and a very serious fire hazard, it is one 
of the oldest buildings at the institution and in case of fire it would be 
practically impossible to save any of the inmates therefrom with the result 
that the State of Montana might be criminally liable in neglecting to pro- 
vide suitable and safe living quarters for its inmates in case of disaster; we, 
therefore, earnestly recommend that a new building for this purpose be auth- 
orized. We also find that the Hospital has not, at this time, adequate or 
sufficient quarters for the physicians at the Hospital, and that the heating 
plant is not of sufficient size to provide for the needs of the institution 
and to take care of emergencies. We believe, however, that the building 
for the purpose of housing the criminal insane can be constructed with the 
use of brick manufactured at the Hospital and with available labor at a 
sum not to exceed $75,360.00; that the building to be used for quarters for 
the physicians can be constructed at a cost not to exceed $18,137.00, and 
that an addition to the boiler room can be constructed and a new boiler 
and stoker installed therein at a cost of not to exceed $7,198.00. We believe 
that the cost of the equipment of the above said buildings would cost not 
to exceed $11,313.00. The Superintendent has also requested the construc- 
tion of a three story male hospital building 45x160 feet in dimension at an 
estimated cost of $113,300. We do not consider the need of this building 
imperative at this time, and in view of the financial condition of the State, 
we do not recommend the construction of the above said building. 


We, therefore, recommend that the Superintendent of the Montana State 
Hospital for Insane be authorized to construct a building for the purpose 
of housing the criminal insane, said building to be constructed in accord- 
ance with the specifications submitted to your committee, and that the sum 
of $75,360.00 be appropriated for that purpose. We further recommend 
that a new building for the purpose of providing quarters for the attending 
physicians be constructed in accordance with the specifications submitted 
to your committee, and that the sum of $18,137.00 be appropriated for that 
purpose. We further recommend that the Superintendent be authorized to 
construct an addition to the heating plant and to install therein a new 
boiler and stoker according to specifications submitted to your committee, 
and that the sum of $7,198.00 be appropriated for that purpose. We further 
recommend that the sum of $11,313.00 be appropriated for the purpose of 
furnishing and equipping the said above buildings, the construction of which 
is hereby recommended as aforesaid.

Whereas, by reason of the large importation of sugar from points out- 
side of the continental United States of America, which sugar has in the 
past come in free of duty, or at excessively low tariff rates, the very life 
of the domestic beet sugar industry is threatened; and 


Whereas, the loss of such industry or the impoverishment thereof would 
be harmful and dangerous to the business life of this state; 
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Now Therefore, be it Resolved, That it is the sense of your Memorial- 
ists, the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, that the Congress. 
of the United States, should by proper legislation adequately protect our 
beet sugar industry from foreign importations to an extent at least suf- 
ficient to equalize the cost of production at home and abroad; and to limit 
the free entry of sugar from wheresoever it may come, to the end that 
such sugar may not be in competition in the domestic market with that. 
portion of the total consumption of sugar in the United States, which can 
be supplied by domestic production; and

to purchase such lands from the county, when tax deeds therefor have 
issued to the county; to lease, operate, sell and dispose of the same as 
may seem for the best interest of such district; and to commence, main- 
tain and prosecute suits to quiet title as to the lands so purchased; and 
relating to the period of redemption and the issuance of tax deed prop- 
erty in such irrigation district.” Committee on Irrigation and Water 
Rights.

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CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM GOVERNOR AND SENATE 


The following communication was received from the Governor:

In my message to the Assembly on the second day of the session, ref- 
erence was made to the appointment of a Commission to study and report 
upon the matter of assessment of banks, the Commission having been ap- 
pointed at the request of the State Association of County Commissioners. 


This Commission has filed its report with me, and I have the honor 
to transmit herewith a copy of that report for consideration by your hon- 
orable body.

Moved by Flachsenhar, duly seconded and carried, that the Report 
transmitted by the Governor relative to the assessment of banks be con- 
sidered read at length, the Journal so show, and the Report in full be spread 
upon the daily sheets. 


To His Excellency, Hon. John E. Erickson, - 
Governor of the State of Montana, and 
To the Hon. Members of the Twenty- 
first Legislative Assembly of 
The State of Montana. 


In compliance with the request of his Excellency John E. Erickson, 
Governor of this State, the committee appointed by the Governor to in- 
vestigate the tax situation in this State, with respect to national and state 
banks, and to report the result of such investigation and to recommend 
to your Hon. Body such legislation as may cure the present situation, this 
committee has the honor to report as follows: 


Under the law as it existed in 1927 State Banks paid taxes on the value 
of all real estate, furniture and fixtures and personal property owned by 
such banks, except moneyed capital, at the same rate as individuals. They 
also paid taxes upon their moneyed capital which was ascertained by de- 
ducting from their moneys and credits the amount of the deposits and 
borrowed money. Their moneyed capital, as so ascertained, was then taxed 
upon forty per (40%) of its full and true value. The shares of stock in 
a State Bank were taxable to the owner of such shares assessed at their 
full value, except to the extent that that value was represented in prop- 
erty assessed and taxed to the bank itself and made the bank the agent 
of the shareholder for the payment of the tax. 


A national bank was assessed upon its real estate, the same as indi- 
viduals, and the shares of stock in the bank assessed at its full and 
true value determined by deducting the value of their real estate from their 
capital stock, surplus and undivided profits. After thus determining the 
value of such shares they were then taxed at forty per cent (40%) of their 
full and true value. 


A national bank having been construed by the United States Supreme 
Court, an agency of the United States—created under its laws to promote its 
fiscal policies cannot be taxed either upon its property or upon its shares 
of stock by a State save by consent of Congress and then only in con- 
formity with the restrictions attached to its consent. Congress has given 
this consent in Sec. 5219, U. S. Rev. Statutes, as amended, which provides: 


“In the case of a tax on shares, the tax imposed shall not be at a 
greater rate than is assessed upon other moneyed capital in the hands of in- 
dividual citizens of such State coming into competition with the business of 
national banks.” 
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In 1922 in pursuance of the law as it then existed, the Assessor of Cus- 
ter County assessed the shares of stock of the Commercial National Bank 
of Miles City upon forty per cent (40%) of their full and true value. This 
bank paid their taxes under protest and brought suit against the County 
for their return, claiming that other moneyed capital in the hands of indi- 
viduals was employed in competition with such bank and that such moneyed 
capital was assessed upon a seven per cent (7%) basis while the value of 
their stock was assessed upon a forty per cent (40%) basis, and that such. 
aan was discriminatory and violated the provisions of Sec. 5219, just 
quoted. 


The facts showed that large sums of money was being loaned in Custer’ 
County by private individuals upon promissory notes and that a reality 
company was engaged in the business of loaning money to individuals upon 
secured and unsecured notes and that there was also a building and loan 
association making loans upon real estate in substantial amounts. 


The case went to the Supreme Court of the United States and in a. 
memorandum decision that Court held that there was such discrimination 
as plaintiff claimed and ordered the taxes repaid to the plaintiff. (275 U. S. 
502. See also, First National Bank of Hartford vs. Hartford, 273 U. S.. 
548, and Minnesota vs. First National Bank of St. Paul, 273 U. S. 561). 


In compliance with this decision the State Board of Equalization direct-. 
ed the Assessors of Montana to assess the stock of a national banking asso-. 
ciation upon a seven per cent (7%) basis, leaving the moneyed capital of a 
state bank upon a forty per cent (40%) basis. 


In accordance with these instructions the Assessor of Cascade County 
assessed the shares of stock of the Conrad Banking Corporation of Great 
Falls, a State banking institution, upon a forty per cent (40%) basis and. 
they brought a suit against the County Assessor to require him to assess 
their shares of stock upon a seven per cent (7%) basis the same as the stock 
of a national bank. 


Upon December 17th the Supreme Court of the State of Montana in 
this case held: “The law attempting to tax the State bank’s stock on the 
forty per cent (40%) basis, property of exactly the same kind as national 
bank stock is a clear violation of- the constitutional uniformity require- 
ment,” this uniformity requirement being Sec. 11 of Art. XII of the Mon-. 
tana Constitution which provides: ‘The taxes shall be levied and collected 
by general laws and for public purposes only. They shall be uniform upon 
the same class of subjects within the territorial limits of the authority 
levying the tax.” 


These decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States in the Miles. 
City case and the Supreme Court of Montana in the Conrad Bank case: 
results in forbidding the tax authorities to tax shares of stock in either 
a national or state bank, and the moneyed capital of a state bank in a 
class to exceed seven per cent (7%) of its full and true value. This amounts: 
to a considerable loss of revenue to the State. 


In the year 1928 the moneyed capital of State banks and stock assessed 
to stockholders of State and National banks taxable upon forty per cent 
(40%) of its value would have brought in taxes to the state and counties, 
by applying an average levy of seventy mills, the sum of $284,819.50. If 
the taxable value was fixed at the seven per cent (7%) rate the amount of 
revenue in 1928 would be $49,843.48, resulting in a loss of revenue in the 
sum of $234,976.07. 


Tax experts, Congress, and the United States Supreme Court have 
always made a distinction between moneyed capital in the hands of a bank, 
which is in the business of loaning money, buying and selling securities, re- 
discounting commercial paper, investing and reinvesting its funds and the 
moneyed capital of individuals who may loan money without any idea of a 
resale and reinvestment of the initial capital. 


If the principle is sound that property should pay taxes in proportion 
to its earning ability, then moneyed capital when employed in the invest- 
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ment and reinvestment features of the banking business should pay a 
higher rate of tax than moneyed capital in the hands of an individual not 
engaged in such business. 


The Supreme Court of Montana in the Conrad Bank case said: “In 
order to tax the shares pursuant to the Act of Congress and so that there 
shall not be any discrimination against them nor in their favor, it is 
obvious that national bank shares, state bank shares or moneyed capital em- 
ployed in conducting a bank business by corporations in the State and 
moneyed capital in the hands of individual citizens of this State coming into 
competition with the business of banks, national and state, should be classi- 
fied alike and taxed upon the same percentage of value. The next session 
of the Legislative Assembly undoubtedly will enact statutes designed to 
arrive at this highly desirable result.” 


In compliance with the suggestion of the Supreme Court and after con- 
sulting with representatives of different banking associations in this State, 
life insurance companies, representatives of building and loan associations, 
the Montana Tax payers Association, representatives of the Farm Bureau, 
and Grain Growers Association, and after consulting with various mem- 
bers of the legal profession, your committee has come to the conclusion 
that the present tax tangle may be remedied by the Legislature passing 
an Act defining moneys and eredits in the hands of individuals, and moneyed 
capital when in the hands of a bank or corporation, or individuals carrying 
on a business which brings them in substantial competition with banks, 
and we are attaching hereto a copy of a proposed bill defining these vari- 
ous terms. 


As to the class that moneyed capital, when used in the banking busi- 
ness, should be placed for the purpose of taxation, we leave to your Hon- 
orable Body. It is the opinion of this committee, however, that same 
should be placed in a class not less than thirty per cent (80%) of its true 
and full value. As to moneys and credits in the hands of individuals not in 
competition with banks, such credits should be classed at not less than seven 
per cent (7%) of their full and true value and taking into consideration 
the average mill levy in this State, we believe that such credits should be 
placed in the seven per cent (7%) classification. 


We are also of the opinion that it is imperative in order to tax the 
shares of stock in a national banking association and to arrive at a valua- 
tion of same that does not discriminate against such shares, that bills, notes, 
bonds and other evidences of indebtedness secured by mortgage should be 
taxed. Our Constitution provides that such evidence of indebtedness may 
be exempt from taxation if the Legislature so desired. 


Sec. 1998 provides among the other properties that may be exempt from 
taxation that “evidences of debt secured by mortgage of record upon real 
or personal property in the State of Montana” shall be so exempt from 
taxation. 


It is the opinion of the committee that Sec. 1998 should be re-enacted 
and amended so as to strike out from such Section the above provision pro- 
viding for the exemption of mortgage debts from taxation. 


We wish also to call to the attention of the Legislature the last para- 
graph of Sec. 1996 which provides that “in making up the amount of credits 
which any person is required to list, he will be entitled to deduct from the 
gross amount the amount of all bona fide debts owing by him,” etc. This 
has been copied into the Codes of 1921 from the Rev. Codes of 1907 but at 
the time of enacting the classification law passed in 1919, provided in class 
5 that all credits secured or unsecured should be taxed without any de- 
duction or offset and it has been held by the Attorney General and is the 
opinion of this committee and has been so treated by the tax authorities 
of this State that this provision of the classification law, amended by impli- 
cation the last paragraph of Sec. 1996 and therefor Sec. 1996 should be 
amended by striking therefrom this paragraph. 





. 
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Along this same line we wish also to call attention to Sections 2111 
and 2112 Rev. Codes of 1921, providing for the method of computing the: 
taxable property of insurance companies, and while Sec. 2112 provides that. 
a life insurance company may deduct from their capital their legal reserve 
required by the laws of this State, or by the Insurance Department thereof, 
it has been the opinion of the tax authorities that under the provisions of 
subdivision 5 of Sec. 1999 that such insurance companies may not deduct. 
from their taxable capital the amount of their required legal reserve. 


You will appreciate the fact that the legal reserve required by the 
laws of this State and by the Insurance Department thereof are not con- 
sidered an asset but, as a matter of fact, are a liability and are held in 
trust by the insurance company for the benefit of their policy holders and 
if such company be not penalized and that they be placed in the same: 
category with banks in permitting banks to deduct their deposits, in all 
fairness we should permit life insurance companies to deduct the amount. 


of their legal reserves required by law. 


We recommend to the Legislature that life insurance companies be 
placed in the same class and taxed in the same manner as banks; that. 
they be not favored nor discriminated against and that all their property, 
other than credits, shall be assessed and taxed as other property of like 
character, and that their credits, including evidence of indebtedness secured 
by mortgages, after deducting therefrom their legal reserve, be classified. 
and taxed on the same basis as shares of stock in a national bank and the 
moneyed capital of a State bank for individuals engaged in the banking” 
business. 


As to building and loan associations, if this Legislature passes a law 
taxing mortgages and leaves the law as it now stands, by taxing the shares: 
of stock in the hands of the individual owner thereof, will result in double 
taxation. 


We recommend that if you agree with us that mortgages should be 
taxed, that Sec. 20 of Chapter 57 of the Laws of 1927 be amended so as to 
strike therefrom that portion which provides for the taxation of the shares 
in the hands of the individual owner. In this connection we wish to call to 
your attention the case of First National Bank of Glendive vs. the County 
of Dawson in which our Supreme Court said: “That it has been and is 
the policy of this State to encourage and foster building and loan associa- | 
tions. These institutions tend to encourage industry and thrift and the 
State in respect to taxation may favor them, if it sees fit.” 


In closing this Committee is in accord with the statement of Prof. 
Simeon Leland, Professor of Economics of the University of Chicago, in 
his recent work “The Classified Property Tax in the United States” in 
which he says, with reference to taxation of banks (at page 216): “The 
states should be left free to develop their tax systems, giving the banks 
the same protection as is given their own citizens and institutions—the 
guarantees of the state and federal constitutions. Little permanent de- 
velopment in the field of tax reform can be expected if banks, in the interest. 
of lower taxes for themselves, are allowed by repeated litigation to under- 
mine the entire structure of the state tax system, as is the case in many 
of the classification states. The banks should recognize that if these 
taxes are destroyed their own burden will be augmented. It is to be hoped 
that the classified property taxes upon intangibles may be preserved and. 
that the equitable taxation of bank shares may be solved independently, 
and not at the expense of other parts of the tax system.” 


The members of this committee realize that national banks cannot be 
compelled to pay their just share of the tax burden until Congress amends. 
Sec. 5219 so as to permit the states to tax national banks on the same basis 
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as state banks. Such a bill is now pending in Congress but how far it 
will get no one knows.

PROPOSED BILL 


A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act defining moneys and credits, and 
moneyed capital, for the purpose of taxation and providing the classifica- 
tion and basis upon which taxes shall be imposed thereon and also upon 
the shares of national banks and state banking corporation; and providing 
the method of assessipg credits moneyed capital and such shares.’ 

Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That moneys and credits are hereby defined for the purpose 
of taxation as all moneys not constituting moneyed capital as hereinafter 
defined, and all credits secured and unsecured, including all state, county, 
school district and other municipal bonds, warrants and securities, without 
any deduction or offset; provided, however, that credits as herein defined, 
shall not embrace credits constituting moneyed capital as hereinafter de- 
fined. 


Section 2. Moneyed capital is hereby defined as moneys, bonds, notes, 
and other evidences of indebtedness in the hands of individual citizens and 
corporations coming in to substantial competition with the business of 
national banks or employed in conducting a banking business; provided, 
however, that bonds, notes, and other evidences of indebtedness in the 
hands of individuals and corporations not employed or engaged in the 
banking or investment business and representing merely personal invest- 
ments not made in substantial competition with such business shall not be 
deemed moneyed capital. 


Section 8. As a basis for the imposition of taxes upon the different 
classes of property herein specified, a percentage of the true and full value 
of each class shall be taken as follows: 

Moneys and credits, 7% of true and full value. 

Moneyed capital and shares of banks, both national and state, 
of full and true value. 

Section 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 5. This Act shall be in full force and effect immediately upon 
its passage and approval.

A Bill for an Act Entitled: “An Act to Amend Section 1998 of the Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1921, relating to property exempt from taxation.” 


Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 1998 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1921, 
be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


Section 1998. Exemption from taxation. The property of the United 
States, the State, counties, cities, towns, school districts, municipal cor- 
porations, public libraries, such other property as is used exclusively for 
agricultural and horticultural societies, for educational purposes, places of 
actual religious worship, hospitals and places of burial not used or held 
for private or corporate profit, and institutions of purely public charity, 
and public art galleries and public observatories not used or held for private 
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or corporate profit, are exempt from taxation, but no more land than is 
necessary for such purpose is exempt; provided, that the terms public art 
galleries and public observatories used in this act shall mean only such art 
galleries and observatories whether of public or private ownership, as are 
open to the public, without charge or fee at all reasonable hours, and are 
used for the purpose of education only. 


Section 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 3. This act shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The following report was received from the Committee acting under 
provisions of H. R. No. 2, read and referred to committee: 


Helena,, Montana, 
January 31, 1929. 
Mr. President: I am directed by the House to inform your Honorable 
Body that the following special committee report was this day made and 
referred to the Committee on Appropriations: 


“Helena, Montana, 
January 30, 1929. 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


We, your special committee appointed under and by virtue of House 
Resolution No. 2, did on January 24th and 25th and pursuant thereto, make 
an investigation of the administration and operation of the State School 
for the Deaf and Blind and the School for the Feeble Minded at Boulder, 
Montana. We, your special Committee, inspected the grounds and build- 
ings and devoted a large portion of the time to the taking of testimony of 
different witnesses. 

From our investigation and from the testimony taken we conclude and 
recommend as follows: 

1. Mr. H. J. Menzemer, Superintendent of Schools, is conducting a very 
satisfactory and favorable administration insofar as the teaching and care 
ot the inmates are concerned. We find, however, that the Superintendent 
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should be relieved of certain duties on the outside of the schools, which are 
now required of him by reason of inefficient and incapable help. 

2. We find that the store room where the supplies for the schools are 
received and disbursed is not properly conducted and that the Storekeeper 
employed is incapable and not a proper person for that position. 


3. We find that the various cottages housing inmates of the School 
for Feeble Minded should be under direct charge of their respective matrons 
and that the position of Head Matron is unnecessary. 


4. We find that the farm and dairy is not and has not been for some 
time last past, operated either efficiently or in a business-like manner. We 
find that no record of any kind has been kept in relation to the dairy cattle, 
either as to breeding, milk production, or feed required for the maintenance 
thereof. We find that the present herd is only sufficiently large to supply 
the necessary milk, cream and only a portion of the butter used at the 
Schools. We find that scarcely any increase of the herd has been raised 
and that it is a custom which existed over a period of several years, to 
either kill or give away the young calves. We also find that the cost of 
operating the farm is excessive as compared with the produce raised, this 
apparently being due to incompetent help employed in carrying on the 
farming operations. 

5. We also find that there is excessive help employed in certain de- 
partments in the operation of the Schools and that economy can be prac- 
ticed in reducing, during a portion of the year at least, some of the em- 
ployees. 

6. We find that the School is sadly lacking in fire protection equip- 
ment. The evidence disclosed that while there are three hydrants avail- 
able to supply water for fighting fire in the buildings embracing the school 
for the Deaf and Blind, we find there is only one hydrant available to 
supply water for the buildings embracing the school for feeble minded. 
We find that the school is not equipped with sufficient hose or fire extin- 
guishers and that the present water system as installed and maintained, is 
not adequate for the proper protection of the various buildings. It is disclosed 
that there is on hand at the present time, two hydrants, which for some 
reason,, have never been installed. We are at loss to understand why the 
Fire Marshal of the State of Montana has not inspected and insisted upon 
the installation and equipment of a water system and fire fighting apparatus 
that will adequately protect the buildings. We believe that he has been 
and is grossly negligent in this regard. 

7. We find that at the present time a greater portion of the electricity 
used at the schools is being generated at the electric plant. We are also 
advised that a connection has been made on the high-powered line running 
through the grounds and we believe that electricity both for power and 
lighting purposes, can be purchased at a much less cost than it can be 
produced. We also find that during the summer months many of the 
buildings and cottages are without hot water for two or three days at a 
time, which hampers the care of the inmates and is not conducive to their 
welfare. 

8. We also find that the means of transporting food from the general 
kitchen to the various cottages is not adequate and that means should be 
employed to provide conveyances which will insure the serving of hot 
‘meals to the inmates. 


9. It is apparent from our investigation that the Board of Education 
of the State of Montana does not inquire into and make investigation of the 
management of the Schools as their duty would require. We believe that 
the Board of Education should keep in contact with the institution and 
that some form of intelligence tests should be applied and required of the 
different employees having charge and coming in contact with the inmates. 


10. We also find that at least twenty additional inmates can be cared 
for at the School for Feeble Minded, in addition to the capacity that will 
be afforded upon the completion of the cottage now standing idle. We 
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find that a cottage was constructed about four years ago, which when com- 
pleted, would have a capacity of about sixty inmates. It is claimed that 
the building has not been occupied by reason of defective floors, but we 
believe with the exercise of any degree of diligence, the building could have 
been completed and put in operation long before this time and that thereby 
the waiting list could have been practically absorbed. We believe the Board 
of Education and other officials of the. State of ‘Montana in charge, should 
be criticized for their apparent inattention to completing and putting into 
operation this building. We do not believe that any new buildings at either 
school are necessary at this time. 


1. The School for Feeble Minded is located about one half mile from the 
school for the Deaf and Blind, the Boulder River dividing the grounds of 
the two schools and we find that the only access from one school to the 
other, is a small bridge over that river. The teachers of the deaf and 
blind school have no connection with the teachers of the feeble minded and 
the possibility of the inmates of the two institutions coming in contact with 
each other or mingling with one another is remote, and we find from in- 
quiries made both within and without the school, that the co-mingling of 
the inmates of the two Schools does not happen. The population of the 
School for Deaf and Blind at this time is 105. The two Schools being so 
situated and operated under one head are operated more cheaply than if 
operated as different institutions, and while possibly the inmates of the 
School for Deaf and Blind would receive some increased advantages by 
reason of being in a larger community, we believe, however, that the 
separation of the two schools would be costly and unwise adventure at this 
time. 


We therefore, recommend: 


1. That the Storekeeper employed at the Schools be discharged; that a 
physical inventory of the supplies on hand be taken and ‘reconciled, if pos- 
sible, with the book inventory; that a man bookkeeper be employed in the 
general office who should also have full and complete charge of the store 
room and the receiving and delivering of supplies and that a more com- 
plete record be kept of the supplies received and disbursed at the institu- 
tions; and that the Chief Engineer should be required to distribute the sup- 
plies to the various building's as needed. 


_ 2. We recommend the dismissal of the Head Matron at the School for 
feeble minded and the matrons should be in full charge of their respective 
cottages, subject only to the orders of the Superintendent. 


3. That the present farm and dairy foreman be discharged and that 
a graduate of our own Agricultural College be placed in complete charge 
of the farm and dairy operations and that he be required to keep a complete 
record of all farming and dairy operations. 


4. We recommend that during the summer months the services of at 
least one engineer be dispensed with; that the electricity for power and 
lighting purposes be taken from the high-powered line now extending across 
their property and that provisions be made for maintaining hot water in 
each of the cottages during the entire time; and we would also recommend 
that any inmate who is sick or ailing be immediately removed to and kept 
in the hospital maintained for that purpose. 

5. We urgently recommend that sufficient hydrants be installed and 
adequate fire fighting apparatus be secured to amply protect said buildings 
and that it should be insisted that the Fire Marshal give this matter his 
immediate attention, and that the Fire Marshal and the State Engineer in- 
vestigate the water situation at the Schools for the purpose of determining 
the adequacy thereof. 

6. We recommend that a sufficient number of food conveyors be pro- 
vided in order that hot food may be conveyed to the different cottages at 
all times for the inmates. 

7. We recommend that the Board of Education of the State of Mon- 
tana keep in touch with the institution and that the Board cooperate with 
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the present Superintendent and to insist that an intelligence test be applied 
to the different employees coming in contact with the inmates of the insti- 
tutions. 


8. We recommend that the various cottages now complete, be filled to 
capacity and we recommend that cottage No. Two be speedily finished, 
equipped and placed in operation. 

9. We recommend that the two Schools be not separated at this time. 


10. We recommend that the request of the Superintendent for additional 
buildings for the coming biennial be not allowed and that the request for 
construction of a reservoir on the grounds be postponed until such time 
as the State Fire Marshal and the State Engineer can investigate and de- 
termine the need thereof.

and Nez Perce tribes of Indians who have instituted the said action by the 
Act of Congress approved March 18, 1924, entitled: “An Act for the Re- 
lief of Certain Nations or Tribes of Indians in Montana, Idaho, and Wash- 
ington (43 Stat.

To provide for the payment of the interest and principal of 
the bonds authorized by this Act, there is hereby created a special fund to 
be known as “The Capitol Building Interest and Sinking Fund” into which 
shall be paid all sums of money realized from sales of land, licenses to 
cut trees, leasing of lands, profits of any and all other sources by reason 
of the grants of lands belonging to, or authorized for the purpose of build- 
ing or aiding in the building or erection of a State Capitol Building, as pro- 
vided by Section 12 and 17 of an Act of the United States Congress, en- 
titled: “An Act to provide for the division of Dakota into two States, and 
to enable the people of the North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana and 
Washington, to form Constitutions and State Governments, and to be ad- 
mitted into the Union on an equal footing with the original States, and to 
make donations of public lands to such States,” approved February 22nd, 
1889, and from said “Capitol Building Interest and Sinking Fund,” there 
shall, as the same becomes due and payable, be paid the interest on said 
bonds; and it is further provided, that it is the duty of the “State Board of 
Land Commissioners,” whenever there are any funds in the said “Capitol 
Building and Sinking Fund” over and above the sum of twenty-five hundred 
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dollars ($2500.) in excess of the amount required to pay the yearly interest 
on said bonds, to invest such excess funds in the manner set forth and pro- 
vided in Section Three A (3a) of this Act, and the amount so invested shall 
constitute a “permanent fund” to pay the principal of the said bond; but 
all interest or profit derived from the investment shall be paid into the 
said “Capitol Building Interest and Sinking Fund.” And the principal and 
interest of the bonds shall be a first lien upon said funds and all lands grant- 
ed and belonging to the State, for the purpose of erecting buildings at the 
State Capitol. 

Section 3-A. The State Board of Land Commissioners are hereby auth- 
orized to create a “permanent fund” for the payment of the principal of the 
bonds authorized by this Act, from the following revenues, to-wit: When- 
ever the revenues in any one year are sufficient to pay the interest on said 
bonds and there shall be in excess thereof, the sum of twenty-five-hundred 
dollars ($2500.00), then any and all funds over and above the said sum of . 
twenty-five hundred dollars ($2500.00) shall be invested for the benefit of 
the “Capitol Interest and Sinking Fund” as follows, to-wit: 


First. In the bonds authorized by this Act, providing they can be pur- 
chased at a cost not exceeding their par value and accrued interest. 


Second. In any legally issued bonds of any county, school district, city 
or town of the State of Montana, provided they can be purchased at a cost 
not exceeding their par value and interest. 


Third. In any legally issued General Fund Warrants, of the State of 
Montana, or any legally issued warrants of any county, city or town of the 
State of Montana, provided they can be purchased at a cost not exceeding 
their par value and accrued interest; and the said State Board of Land Com- 
missioners are hereby granted discretionary power in the selection and pur- 
chase of the securities hereinbefore described, as to the amount of each 
they shall purchase and conditions of general credit affecting the same.”

The following report was received from Select Committee acting under 
provisions of House Resolution No. 1. 


SPECIAL 


We, your committee, appointed to investigate the administration of 
gasoline refund tax, herewith submit the following report: 


Statutory Procedure to Obtain Refund. Section One, Chapter 17, Ses- 
sion Laws of 1927, provides that any person who shall purchase and use 
gasoline, upon which a dealers’ license tax of 3 cents per gallon has been 
paid, for the purpose of operating or propelling stationary gas engines, 
tractors used for agricultural purposes, motor boats, aeroplanes or air 
craft, or for cleaning or dying, or for any commercial use other than pro- 
pelling vehicles upon any public highways or streets of this state, shall be 
allowed and paid a refund or drawback equal to three cents multiplied by 
the number of gallons so purchased and used. 


Claims to be Filed Within Ninety (90) Days. The act further pro- 
vides that the applicant shall file with the State Board of Equalization 
within 90 days from the date of purchase, a sworn statement accompanied 
by the original invoice, showing the amount of gasoline so purchased and 
used, with such other information as the board may require. 


The act further provides that the board.shall have 60 days to investi- 
gate relative to the truth of the statement made. If the statement is found 
to be correct said refund or drawback shall be paid out of the State High- 
way fund, in the same manner as other claims against said fund. 


The section then concludes as follows: “Any person who shall make 
any false statement in connection with the application for such refund or 
who shall collect or cause to be repaid to him, or to any other person, any 
such refund without being entitled to the same under the provisions of this 
Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not to exceed the sum of One Thousand Dol- 
lars ($1000.00) or by imprisonment in the county jail for not more than six 
(6) months, or by both such fine and imprisonment.” 


INVESTIGATION MADE 


Your committee held meetings on January 16th, 17th, 21st, 22nd, 29th, 
and February ist, for the purpose of ascertaining the manner in which 
claims were presented and the number and amount of claims: what in- 
vestigation was made to determine whether false or fradulent claims were 
being made, and the time the claims remained with the board after receipt 
of the claims by it, and how the claims are numbered after being acted 
upon by the Board of Examiners. 


imoeecaese: 
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The Committee also, for the purpose of comparison of refunds to total 
tax collections number of claims presented and cost of administration of 
the tax refund provision, secured from the states of North and South Da- 
kota, data relative to these matters under similar statutory provisions. 


How Gas Claims Handled, Board of Equalization. See Olson state- 
ment January 21st. 

. The applicant for refund is required to file his claim with the Board, 
in duplicate, on forms prescribed by the Board. These claims are stamped 
when received, and a card sent acknowledging receipt. The claims are then 
checked to ascertain if they are correct as to the amount of gallons, and if 
filed on time. They are then numbered and arranged alphabetically under 
counties where they originated, and a statement made out showing the 
name of the applicant and the amount claimed. The statements and claims 
are then sent to the board of Examiners for action by it. 


No Investigation Made. While the board is allowed 60 days after re- 
ceipt of the claims within which to make an investigation as to the truth 
of the statements made by the claimants, no attempt has ever been made to 
ascertain the facts, although they do have one inspector in the field, other 
than to check the statements for errors appearing on its face, and the 
records of the office relative to whether the dealer has paid the tax. Al- 
though no investigation has been made, the claims have been held for an 
average of 60 days or over, after receipt and before transmission to the 
Board of Examiners. 

Present Procedure. The purchaser files his claim on a special form of 
claim as presented by the Board of Equalization, with Board of Equaliza- 
tion, after investigation and approval the Board of Equalization files these 
claims with the Board of Examiners in bundles of probably one hundred 
fifty (150) claims covered by one control claim for the bunch. This con- 
trol claim is signed by the Chairman of the Board of Equalization. The 
original invoices are detached and retained by the Board of Equalization. 
This claim is then passed upon by the Board of Examiners and sent to the 
State Auditor who issues and mails the warrant to the claimant. 


Amount Collected and Refunded During the Period from March 1st, 
1927 to December 31st, 1928. The total amount collected on account of 
Gasoline License Tax was $38,721,681.79, and refunds paid during the same 
period, amounted to $491,272.20 or 12.67 per cent of the above receipts, 
representing 27,147 warrants. 

In addition to the above amount of drawbacks paid, there are claims 
for which warrants have been issued, but which are being held by the State 
Auditor on account of depletion of the Highway Fund of approximately 
$98,000.00 and unpaid claims for which warrants have not been issued in 
the further approximate amount of $145,000.00 more, or a total of $234,- 
000.00. 

The cost of the State Board of Equalization for administering the 
drawback provisions of the Gasoline Tax was $19,736.57 and $1357.83 to 
the State Auditor’s office. 

Delay Attributed to Insufficient Help in Handling Claims. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Equalization attribute the delay in handling claims 
to insufficient help. Two persons are employed in the office and one in 
the field in looking after refund claims. 

Compared to North Dakota. North Dakota has a similar statutory pro- 
vision relative to refunds of gasoline license tax, where gasoline is not 
used in propeling vehicles on public highways. 

The total number of cars registered in North Dakota in 1928 was 152,- 
542; trucks 21,747; motorcycles 236, or a total registration of motor vehicles 
of 174,525. 

A total of 39,100 refund claims, amounting to $724,571.66 were pre- 
sented. The refunds for the period of 1927 amounted to 23 percent of the 
total tax, and for 1928, 32 percent. The cost of handling claims was about 
$10,000.00 and the approximate time in handling claims, ten days. 
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South Dakota Compared. In South Dakota, under similar statutory pro- 
visions relative to gasoline license tax and refunds, licenses were issued 
for 171,000 cars; 20,000 trucks in 1928. Refund claims for the same period 
numbered 53,000 and amounted to $790,000.00 or 14 percent of the total 
collected. Operating cost $14,000.00. 


Your Committee finds: 


1. That the gasoline refunds are handled by the following State Depart- 
ments at the present time: They are received and approved by the Board of 
Equalization, then sent to the Board of Examiners for their approval, and 
they in turn send them to the State Auditor who issues the warrants for the 
claims. 


2. That there has been undue and what we consider, a very unnecessary 
delay on the part of the Board of Equalization in handling claims. We 
found claims that had been received in the office May 22, 1928 and not 
passed to the Board of Examiners until October 29, 1928; claims that had 
been received July 25th and 26th, 1928 and held until October 29, 1928; 
claims that had been received the 3rd of August, 1928 and held until the 
19th of November and claims that had been received the 28th of September 
and not passed to the Board of Examiners until December 28th. These 
claims were held in spite of the fact that the law is mandatory that they 
must be passed upon within sixty days. The claims received May 22, 1928 
was held three months and seven days longer than the period prescribed 
by law. We feel that there is no justification for the delay and believe 
that there was a sufficient appropriation of funds made for this office to 
employ force competent to handle this work far more expeditiously than was 
done. 


3. That the Treasurer, or Cashier, in the office of the State Board of 
Equalization is paid $200.00 per month out of the Gasoline Tax Fund and 
he devotes only approximately fifty per cent of his time to the handling of 
refund claims. 


4, That during the month of November only $12,537.08 in refund claims 
was allowed by the Board of Equalization, while in the following month of 
December $98,088.99 in refund claims was approved for payment with the 
same number of employees. It is our opinion, that with the proper adjust- 
ment of the force on this work, a like number could have been handled in 
the months preceding December. 


5. It is our belief that a great many users have not been making appli- 
cations for refunds, and that the percentage of the tax paid out on claims 
for refund will increase during the next biennium. 


6. Inasmuch as the farmers of the state were promised that gasoline 
used in farming operations should be tax exempt, we do not believe that 
the cost of administering this refund should be borne by the claimants for 
refund and deducted from the amount of the refund. 

Therefore, your Committee recomemnds: - 


1. Any dealer failing to make a report within the required time, or 
fifteen days thereafter, shall have his license suspended; if it is proven that 
a dealer is practicing fraud in the issuance of refund claims, or is in col- 
lusion with others in practicing fraud, he shall have his license revoked and 
in addition, the claimant forfeit his right to a refund. 


2. That the time for filing claims be extended to a period of not less 
than six months and not more than eight months. 


3. That twenty percent of the total amount of gasoline tax collected be 
set aside for the payment of refund claims and if there is any surplus at the 
end of the fiscal year it shall revert to the Highway Fund, or if there is a 
ey, at the end of the fiscal year, it shall be paid out of the Highway 

und. 


4, That this Gasoline Refund Department be transferred from the 
Board of Equalization and placed in some Department that is handling sim- 
ilar work, eliminating duplication of examiners, clerks, inspectors and

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traveling expenses, thereby centralizing all departments regulating the 
gasoline and oil industries.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives in Congress 
of the United States assembled: 


WHEREAS the Eighteenth Amendment to the Federal Constitution 
and the prohibition laws enacted by Congress thereunder are in violation 
of the spirit of the Constitution as existing prior thereto, there being no 
sound reason why he should surrender to the government the rights there- 
in involved, and in as much as the purpose of government as expressed in 
the original Constitution do not embrace such regulations as are compre- 
hended in such amendment, and the same is in conflict with the purposes 
and intent of the founders of the general government, being a scheme of 
pure governmental paternalism and an effort to force all citizens to com- 
' ply with the ideals of zealots, and is oppressive and repulsive to the ideals 
and spirit of true Americanism and the deliberate judgment of thoughtful 
men and women the world over, and, in this age of enlightenment, as 
futile and vain as the former puritanical laws enacted for the suppression 
of witchcraft, profanity and the use of tobacco; and 


WHEREAS said Eighteenth Amendment was enacted during a period 
of nervous and mental strain, and with the season judgment of a majority 
of the people, and 


WHEREAS the Eighteenth Amendment, and the subsequent enforce- 
ment laws were breeders of, “moonshine battles’, “bootleg murders” and 
murders by enforcement officers, “bottled poison’, destruction of the con- 
stitutional guaranty of the sanctity of the home from unreasonable search 
and seizure, over-burdening of the court dockets with prohibition prosecu- 
tions and prisons with convicts: - Increasing the use of ardent spirit among 
the youth of the land, has put a premium on the illicit liquor trade, de- 
priving the government of a revenue of at least half billion dollars annual- 
ly, taken from the channels of trade and industry hundred of millions of 
dollars annually and sent it into foreign countries for the purchase of 
liquor; and 

WHEREAS the people of this commonwealth, after patiently suffer- 
ing the ills arising from said constitution amendment, and receiving no

WHEREAS an initiative measure incorporating not the laws of the 
State of Montana all of the provisions of the Volstead Act was repudiated 
by the voters of the State of Montana at the General Election held Novem- 


ber 6th, 1928, and 


WHEREAS PROHIBITION has never, at any time or place been a 
success, or ever accomplished the purpose promised; ° 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, we, the Twenty First Legis- 
lative Assembly of the State of Montana, do hereby petition and earnestly 
pray the Honorable Congress of the United States that it provide for the 
submission to the several legislatures of the States of the Union in the.

WHEREAS, the Federal Bureau of Education at Washington, D. C., has 
in its various departments valuable information, and facilities for securing 
further information, regarding the needs of improving the course of study 
in the public grades and high schools so as to make it more fitted to the 
needs of the present generation; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, by the Twenty-first Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana that our present educational needs require 
the adoption of a standard course of study in the minimum essentials, also 
the extension of the Smith-Hughes vocational Educational program in the 
United States and that Congress be respectfully memorialized and petitioned, 
and it is hereby memorialized and petitioned to provide by an Act of Con- 
gress for the adoption of a standard course of study for use in the public 
grade and high schools of this country, which will meet the present day 
requirements and that said course of study shall be prepared and prescribed 
by the Federal Bureau of Education or by a commission selected by the Com- 
missioners of Education of Federal Bureau of Education and that text books 
necessary to carry said course into effect be printed at the government 
printery at Washington, D. C., and sold to the different states at cost.

Whereas, the immediate construction of adequate fire lanes, telephone 
lines, lookout houses, trails and other improvements is necessary on such 
timbered areas for effective control and suppression of forest fires. and 


Whereas, great benefit will accrue to the livestock industry of the state 
by the construction upon grazing lands within the National Forests, of 
adequate stock driveways, drift‘and division fences, corrals, bridges, stock- 
watering places, and the extermination of predatory animals and the eradi- 
cation of poisonous plants, and 


Whereas, House Bill No. 16078, introduced on January 9, 1929, in the 
70th Congress, by Representative Englebright, authorizes to be appropri- 
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ated for the aforesaid purposes $4,500,000 for the fiscal year 1931; $4,500.000 - 
for the fiscal year 1932; $4,200,000 for the fiscal year 1933; and $4,000,000 
for each subsequent fiscal year thereafter.

Dependency must exist at the time of the accident and 
must be proven. 


Section 10. Limitations. Every claim shall be forever barred unless 
notice of the accident is given by the claimant to the Board within thirty 
days of the accident, and unless a sworn claim for compensation is made 
within six months of the accident, by the claimant or some one authorized 
to act in his or her behalf. 


Section 11. Proof. Each claimant is required to prove his claim. The 
Board is authorized to hold hearings when it deems the same necessary and 
it shall make such rules and regulations for the conduct of hearings and the 
furnishing of information and evidence by the claimant as the Board shall 
deem necessary. The Board may make an award, without having held a 
hearing, if the evidence submitted is deemed sufficient. 

Section 12. Examination. Any claimant under this Act must submit to 
an examination by physicians appointed by the Board, if the Board so re- 
quests. 

Section 138. Appeals. At any time within twenty days after the service 
of an order or decision of the Board, any party may apply for a re-hearing, 
and in event of a denial may appeal to the district court in the county where 
the accident occurred within thirty days after such denial of re-hearing. 
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The matter shall be heard by the District Court sitting without a jury, 
and the court shall have power to take testimony or depositions and review 
the entire proceedings in the case. The Court may thereafter render a de- 
cision affirming, modifying or changing the award. 

Hither the Board or the Claimant may appeal to the State Supreme 
Court from the order of the district court in the same manner and under 
the same rules as appeals may be taken in civil matters.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEE 


The following report was submitted by a select committee: 


Helena, Montana, March 1, 1929. 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 

We, your special committee appointed under and by virtue of House 
Resolution No. 5, did on February 28rd and 24th and pursuant thereto, make 
an investigation of the need of a utility building at the Montana Soldier’s 
Home at Columbia Falls, Montana, and of the repairs for the existing 
buildings. From our investigation we find as follows: 
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1. That the present utility buildings are in fair condition and can be 
used for at least two years longer to good advantage. 


2. That the roofs of some of the buildings, including the water tank, 
are in very bad condition and in urgent need of repair. 


3. That the cost of fuel and operation is excessive on account of gen- 
eral arrangement of system, defective installation and deterioration and 
corrosion of piping: 

(a) That pipe tunnels have caved, allowing the surface water to enter 
and saturate pipe covering, causing heat loss in steam lines. 


(b) That return lines in buildings and tunnels are corroded and pitted, 
causing leaks and loss of vacuum. 


(c) That radiator supply valves are in poor condition. 


(d) A hot water storage tank in each building, requiring a supply of 
steam through pipe lines to same, during the summer months. 


(e) That boiler is operated under high pressure steam at all times. 

(f) That boiler is equipped with stoker having manual control and 
driven by steam engine. 

(g°) That return line to boiler room is fitted with steam driven 
boiler, feed pump and vacuum pump. 

We therefore recommend: 

1. That the Commandant’s request for an appropriation of $7,500.00 for 
a utility building be not allowed. 

2. That the Commandant’s request for an Sopeopetation of $8,800.00 for 
repairs to the existing buildings be allowed. 

3. That the following repairs be made to the present heating system: 


(a) That tunnels be repaired and present insulation on pipe lines be 
covered with water-proof pipe covering and a jacket of carbon paper and 
coat of asphalt. 


(b) That all corroded pipe and fittings be replaced with new material. 


(c) That all radiators be equipped with packless radiator supply 
valves and thermostatic return traps. 


(d) That a hot water storage tank to supply all buildings be installed 
in boiler room with heaters and circulating pump. 


-(e) That boiler be operated at not more than 30 pounds steam pres- 
sure and 10 pounds pressure on steam mains. 


_ (f) That stoker hopper be enlarged and stoker be operated with elec- 
tric motor under automatic control. 


_(g) That automatically controlled condensation and vacuum pump 
equipment with receiver be installed. 


(h) That water softener be installed to remove minerals from water 
supply to boiler, preventing scale and corrosion. 


(i) That a competent mechanic be employed to make the necessary 
installations and changes as directed by a supervising heating engineer, to 
put the system in good working condition. 


(j) That appropriation of $3,500.00 be made for this improvement.

Mr. Speaker: We, your committee on insurance having had under 
consideration, House Resolution No. 4: Respectfully report as follows: That 
House Resolution No. 4 be referred back to the Appropriation Committee 
with special report herewith. 

SAMPLE, Chairman. 

On motion of Sample report adopted. 


Mr. Speaker: Your committee having had under consideration House 
Resolution No. 4, beg leave to report as follows: 
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Our understanding of the Resolution was that it was offered for the 
purpose of securing information to base insurance appropriations upon. 
As actual inventory of the State’s property is vital to the establishment 
of values for insurance purposes, your committee undertook to arrive at 
the values by investigating the inventories and the manner in which they 
were handled. Chapter 66, of the Session Laws of 1923, provided for a 
complete inventory prior to June 30, 1928, and at such times as required 
thereafter by the Purchasing Agent, and the practice of requiring an annual 
inventory has been followed since that time, but it is the opinion of the 
committee the intent of Chapter 66, of the Laws of 1923, has not been 
complied with insofar as establishing a liability for the correctness of the 
same. Section 2 of this Chapter provided, among other things, that the in- 
ventory of June 30, 1923, would set up and charge to each state departmenk, 
office, board and institution the value of property then in the possession 
of such state department; that they should thereafter be credited with 
wornout and used property from time to time, and be held responsible for 
all items of personal property not accounted for and be charged with the 
additions thereto. The intention of the Eighteenth Legislative Assembly 
was, no doubt, to establish a definite responsibility for the protection, care 
and handling of the State’s property, but it appears that no adequate ap- 
propriation has ever been made to enable the purchasing department to 
set up proper records and check the items or inventories to establish the 
correctness of the same, with the result that many thousands of dollars 
of the State’s property are either escaping inventory altogether or else 
the values are very carelessly set up, and credits as provided to each de- 
partment are almost a dead letter. 

We respectfully call your attention to the report of the State Auditor 
1925 and 1926, page 8, as follows: 


INVENTORY OF PHYSICIAL PROPERTY, $18,590,181.00. The 
actual inventory as of June 380, 1926, $18,590,131.00 as provided by the 
State Purchasing Agent and compiled by the various institutions and de- 
partments under the provisions of Chapter 66, Session Laws of Montana, 
1923, is an increase of $1,876,416.34 compared. with inventory of June 30, 
1924, which amounted to $11,713,714.66. In view of the fact that only the 
amount of $1,170,000.00, was charged as capital outlay for two years 
period required a credit adjustment of $706,416.36 in our books to meet the 
actual inventory of June 30, 1926. Statement No. 10, furnishes classifica- 
tion of all property of the various institutions and Departments of the 
State.” 

The actual inventory of June 30, 1926, shows the value of the State’s 
property to be $13,590,131.00. The capital outlay during the next year 
and ending June 30; 1927, was $590,800.00. This indicates a total value 
of State’s property at the close of business June 30, 1927, $14,180,481.00. 
The inventory presumed to be actual as shown on page 37 of the 1927 
budget is $18,706,199.00. This discloses a discrepancy of $474,321.00, then 
taking the actual inventory of June 30, 1927, of $13,706,199.00, budget page 
37, and adding thereto the capital outlay for the year ending June 30, 1928, 
budget page 31, we find a difference of $272,676.00, making the total capi- 
tal assets to be accounted for of $13,978,876.00. The actual inventory at 
close of business June 30, 1928, budget page 37, shows property to the 
value of $14,034,782.00, showing that during the year apparently property 
to the value of $55,906.00 had been discovered and included in the last 
inventory but still leaving a discrepancy between the period of June 30, 
1926, and June 30, 1928, of $418,325.00. 


The inventories are made by each department institution and they are 
continually advised of the capital charges, and in taking the inventories they 
have access to the claims that constitute the capital outlay charge. If 
this condition tells us anything it is that the property of the State is being 
very loosely handled, and if this condition is due to the lack of appropria- 
tion to properly handle it as intended in Chapter 66, of the Eighteenth 
Legislative Laws, then a sufficient sum should be appropriated at the time 
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to correct this deplorable condition. We believe that the Purchasing De- 
partment in cooperation with the Accounting Department are perfectly 
willing to set up an inventory record which will provide a means of hand- 
ling each and every department responsible for property in its possession, 
and ‘it is your committee’s belief that failure to provide sufficient skillful 
help to set up and maintain the inventory records and audit the same the 
result will be that the state cannot help but suffer loss of many thousands 
of dollars each and every year, and we recommend that the sum of $10,- 
000.00 be appropriated for the year beginning July 1st, 1929, for the pur- 
pose of employing an inventory engineer and an assistant, with their neces- 
sary traveling expenses, and to cover the cost of records to be set up. For 
the year beginning July ist, 19380, we recommend an appropriation of 
$5,000.00 for the same purpose; believing that the work can be handled 
by one man, with some little office assistance, on or after July 1st 1930. 


Your committee has considered the various kinds of records to be es- 
tablished and believe that considerable time can be saved by establishing 
them on card indexes rather than the present cumbersome form of annual 
inventory,. which in many cases remains the same year after year. The 
committee’s idea is that the representatives of either the State Accountant’s 
office or the State Purchasing Agent will make an annual check of all State 
property, aside from state land held in trust. 


It is not the intention of your committee to point out any definite de- 
partment to be blamed for these errors and omissions; we believe the con- 
dition is quite general in all departments, and it certainly is high time that 
steps were taken to clear up this intolerable condition, and that some de- 
partment be held to a strict accounting for the State’s millions invested in 
personal property. 


In the matter of insurance values for a basis of insurance to be car- 
ried on or after August 1st, 1929, we submit the following: 


The insurance prior to 1926 is based on a valuation of about 65 1/3 % 
book values, it appears, however, that in the 1926 figures some properties 
were not included. Automobiles in each department: they insured sup- 
posedly covered by policies taken out by their several departments. Fish 
Hatcheries: We understand that these hatcheries are covered by blanket 
form of insurance arranged for the Fish and Game Department, under 
supervision of the State Board of Examiners. Buildings near Fort Harri- 
son under control of Adjutant General; this insurance is paid by Adjutant 
General’s department. Experimental Sub-stations Branches: Paid by each 
branch. Highway Commission: Storage and Repair Building: paid by High- 
way Commission. University: Burglar insurance on contents of safe paid 
by University. State Boiler Insurance now paid by institution. 


Actual cost of insurance 1926 to 1929, not including insurance carried 
in several departments as shown above, insurance being written on a three 
year basis, was $79,042.88. Adding to this the purchases of property which 
should be added to the properties to be insured, we find an insurance valua- 
tion of approximately $9,525,000.00, this after discounting the purchases of 
1926 to 1928, by 10%. The insurance of 1926 was based upon a total in- 
ventory of $13,590,131.00—the 65 1/8 % book value given an insurance 
value of $8,882,764.00. If we take this valuation as the proper one and add 
to it the purchases of $714,067.00, less the 10% discount we then arrive 
at the total above set out, which should be covered by insurance. However, 
these values include a large number of educational institutions which might 
properly be insured by the respective departments, thereby reducing the 
expense to the General Fund. If this is not done then an appropriation of 
approximately $85,000.00 will be necessary to cover the insurance necessary 
to fully protect State’s properties from August Ist, 1929, to August 1st, 
1932. If the departments having special levies to support them are required 
Y ait? their own insurance then this appropriation can be ieee aned by $28,- 
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Your committee has been unable with the limited time at its disposal, 
and the rush of other matters requiring our attention to give this important 
subject the full consideration we believe it should have. However, we be- 
lieve that by appropriating the $15,000.00 to cover the cost of taking in- 
ventories by representatives of the Purchasing Department and the setting 
up of the same, as intended in Chapter 66, Laws of 1923, that a long step 
will be taken toward eliminating the carelessness which seems to be quite 
general in the handling of the State’s property.

INTRODUCTION OF BILLS AND MEMORIALS AND SECOND 
READING OF SAME 


The following memorial was this day introduced, read at length and re- 
ferred to Committee: 


HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 6 


Introduced by Committee on Livestock and Public Ranges 

Memorial to the Congress of the United States suggesting that the un- 
appropriated and unreserved public lands within the State of Montana be 
appraised and offered for sale to the end that such lands may be so man- 
aged as to produce better returns, increase the wealth of the nation, and pay 
their share of county and state taxes. 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled: 

We, the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Montana 
assembled as the Twenty-first Legislative Assembly hereby respectfully 
represent: 

That at the present time there are approximately seven million acres 
of unappropriated and unreserved public lands within the boundaries of the 
State of Montana, which lands constitute the survival of the unfittest. 
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Naturally the lands most valuable for agriculture and grazing purposes 
were first selected, and thereafter, as the population of the State increased 
and good lands opened to Homestead entry and other entry became more 
and more scarce, the less valuable lands were gradually selected, but the 
lands now remaining are of no value for farming purposes and of such small 
value for grazing purposes that no one has taken the lands as homesteads 
or otherwise: 


That these lands are now subject to unrestricted and indiscriminate use 
for grazing purposes during all seasons of the year for sheep, cattle and 
wild horses, and that under this unrestricted use the forage crops on these 
lands are rapidly deteriorating as the better forage plants are not given 
the opportunity to re-seed themselves and only useless or noxious weeds 
are permitted to survive. Unless this situation is remedied these lands 
will in the near future practically become desert wastes. 


That as long as these lands remain in the public domain they contribute 
no taxes for the support of county and state government, and bring no 
money into the Treasury of the United States; 


For these reasons, we respectfully suggest that all of these unappropri- 
ated public lands within the State of Montana be appraised as rapidly as 
this can be done, such appraisal to be based on the forage crops that these 
lands are capable of producing, and that when so appraised all these lands 
be offered for sale at public sales at a minimum price of 50c per acre; that 
the unit of sale be one section or 640 acres in all cases where so much land 
is available in one body, and that no restriction be placed on the quantity 
of land that any person may purchase. 


We respectfully represent that under private ownership and manage- 
ment, the lands would be so used as to maintain and increase their annual 
production of forage crops; that thereby they would contribute in a greater 
measure to the annual creation of wealth, and bear their proper share of 
taxes for the support of county and state government. 


For all of these reasons we respectfully urge upon the Congress of 
the United States that this program for the disposition of the unappropri- 
ated and unreserved public lands within the State of Montana be initiated 
and carried out without any unnecessary delay. Referred to Committee on 
Livestock and Public Ranges.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
The following report was received from a select committee and read: 


Helena, Montana, March 7, 1929. 
Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


We, your Special Committee, acting under and by virtue of House 
Resolution No. 2, commencing on or about February 9, 1929, and continuing 
to this date, having made an investigation of the administration and opera- 
tion of the State Vocational School for Girls situate near Helena, Montana. 
This investigation included a visit to and inspection of the grounds and 
buildings of the school and your committee has devoted considerable time 
to the taking of testimony of different witnesses and interviewing different 
persons, including the Superintendent and two members of the Local Board 
of said School. We have also interviewed county and state officials who 
are conversant with the institution, as well as persons now or formerly 
employed in or at the school, including girls who are inmates therein or 
who have been paroled therefrom. In conducting the investigation your 
special committee has sought evidence only from those possessing personal 
knowledge of the facts related and has considered only testimony relevant 
and material both for and against suggested improvements at the school. 
Opportunity has been afforded for any persons desiring to do so, to appear 
before the committee and the investigation has been held open until this 
time in order to receive all available facts. 


The State Vocational School for Girls was established in Lewis and 
Clark County by virtue of an Act of the Legislature and is located in the 
Helena Valley, about six miles from the City. The State has an investment 
in the school, including grounds, of approximately $343,000.00 and at the 
present time has an inmate population of sixty-three girls, a lesser number 
than for esveral years. The highest number confined at the school at any 
time since its establishment has been eighty-nine; the average attendance 
is about seventy. Girls are admitted at ten years of age and are subject 
to be confined to the school until they reach the age of twenty-one years. 
The institution is now actually using two of the three cottages on the 
grounds, in addition to the administration building and a gymnasium and 
the out-building. The State owns about four hundred acres of land on 
which the school is situated and of which area, in its present condition, ac- 
cording to the information given by the Superintendent, about eighty acres 
is tillable. The school owns at the present time, seventeen head of horses, 
about nine hundred chickens, one hundred forty-two sheep, sixty-seven head 
of cattle of all ages and twenty-two hogs. The school has been managed 
since its establishment by Miss Edith Kassing as Superintendent. 


From the facts secured and from the testimony taken by your special 
committee during this investigation, we find as follows: 


1. The school at the present time occupies two of the three available 
cottages in addition to the administrative building for the purpose of hous- 
ing its inmates. Each cottage is in charge of a day and a night matron. 
The class rooms are in the administrative building in charge of teachers em-

ployed by the Superintendent. Courses up to and including the Eighth 
Grade and the First year of High School, and some commercial work to- 
gether with certain courses in domestic science are taught. On the average 
of about three and one-half hours of class room work per day during the 
school term of nine months is provided and between one-sixth and one- 
seventh of the total appropriation available for the school is employed for 
the purpose of educating and training its inmates. The inmates are also 
detailed to perform kitchen duties, including cooking, under the super- 
visions of a Kitchen Matron, and are also detailed to care for the buildings 
occupied. The school has a well constructed and equipped gymnasium in 
which certain courses of physical exercises'is provided and courses of enter- 
tainment from time to time given. 


2. It appears that a few of the older girls in the institution are pos- 
sibly more hardened in character than the others, yet a greater majority 
of the inmates appear to be normal in every way and are according to the 
testimony, susceptible to immediate correction and under proper methods of 
education and training, we believe that practically all of them can be 
trained to be useful and trustworthy citizens. The assertion that many of 
the girls are “nasty little chippies, liars, pick-pockets and degenerates,” is 
not only improper but casts an unwarranted reflection upon the various 
inmates which follows them when discharged from the school; we find the 
inmates are not classified by ages, but the younger girls admitted to the 
institution are permitted and compelled to co-mingle and live with the 
older girls, regardless of character. 


38. We find the inmates are always subject to a course of discipline 
which does not permit their separation, but requires them to be herded from 
place to place always under the orders of & matron in charge. We find that 
silence is the predominating rule, except during a short period of the day 
when the inmates are taken to the recreation room, or when being served 
meals, and then are only permitted to converse in a whisper, but are per- 
mitted to converse audibly while in the gymnasium. The infraction of this 
rule subjects the violator to various punishments. 


4. We find it has been the practice to compel girls committed to the 
school, regardless of age, to clean, and in some instances scrub the cow 
barn, to clean the hog pen, chicken house and other out buildings, to milk 
the cows and generally do all work necessary to be done in taking care of 
the livestock. This practice, according to the evidence, is not as predomi-.- 
nant during the past year as formerly, although it is now required of the 
girls and has been since the commencement of this investigation. It is 
also disclosed that the girls, regardless of ages, have been compelled to 
shovel, haul and spread manure onto the farm, to pitch hay, shock grain 
and to do all kinds of heavy farm work during the farm season, the girls 
being required to devote six to eight hours a day to this kind of labor when 
working. It is disclosed that this course of labor is prescribed, not as an 
educational advantage or training, but for the primary purpose of breaking 
and subduing their spirits; we find that in a great many instances the 
girls performing some of the above work during the cold weather have not 
been adequately clothed and many have complained to the different matrons 
in charge of their lack of clothing and in some instances it is disclosed that 
the girls have actually suffered from the exposure. 


5. We find that the Vocational School is operated along the lines of 
a penal institution and in many instances for mere infraction of rules some 
of the inmates have been subjected to harsh, cruel and inhuman treatment 
or punishment. It is disclosed that in each cottage there is one or more 
cells used for the purpose of punishment by the confinement of different 
girls therein. In one cottage the cells are in the attic and are not pro- 
vided with any heat and with scarcely any light. In the other cottage there 
is a cell of small dimensions with scarcely any ventilation or light and 
another cement cell has been constructed under the porch of one of the 
cottages. It is disclosed that the practice has been, for various infractions 
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of the rules, to confine these girls, regardless of age, in these cells for 
periods of time varying from one or two days to seven or eight weeks 
without any form or kind of liberty and often with only a mattress upon the 
floor. It is disclosed that some of the girls have been confined to the cells 
during zero weather without heat in the cell and with only scant covering 
to keep them warm. Some of the girls formerly confined to the cells were 
fed on bread and milk, although it is disclosed that girls now confined are 
given two meals a day. It is disclosed that another form of punishment now 
practiced, is to compel girls to ‘‘stand in line” with their hands over their 
heads for many hours at a time, specific instances being disclosed of girls 
being compelled to stand in such position in the hallways of the cottages 
from eight o’clock in the evening until, in some instances as late as two 
o’clock in the morning, clad only in nightgowns and at times when such 
hallways were cold, this being a form of punishment meted out for giggling 
and other minor violation of rules. It is disclosed that some of the girls 
and inmates have been beaten with clubs, straps, pieces of hose, and in one 
instance with a two by four; that on several occasions girls have been tied 
up, whipped and beaten and in certain instances girls have been required to 
assist in either holding or tying other inmates in order that they could be 
licked or punished. It is disclosed that in several instances as a result 
of beating the girls were bruised and marked to such an extent that such 
bruises and marks were borne at the time they were discharged or paroled 
from the school. It has been disclosed to the committee that one girl who 
had been removed from the school during confinement attempted to take 
poison, rather than be compelled to return and in another instance a former 
matron employed at the school disclosed that one of the girls attempted 
to commit suicide by lying outside during the winter and freezing; we 
find there is apparently no bond of sympathy between the Superintendent 
and the inmates, that each inmate regardless of age, is considered and 
treated as a hardened criminal from the time of their admission to the 
school until discharged; that a homelike atmosphere does not in any way 
exist at the school and the girls in their treatment are continually reminded 
of their servitude and the fact that they are confined in a reformatory for 
doing wrong. It is quite apparent that the desire on the part of the officials 
in charge to administer punishment predominates over the desire and in- 
clination to correct, train and educate. 


6. While educational facilities and advantages are offered at the 
school ,it is disclosed that the inmates are not classified as to ability and 
that they are not permitted to train for a vocation of their choice and that 
they seldom have an opportunity of learning or securing training in an 
occupation which would be useful an dwhich would enable a girl upon her 
discharge or parole to earn her living except by the doing of ordinary 
domestic work. We find that several of the girls are attending the local 
high school and that these girls are bright, industrious students and are 
apparently making good. It is disclosed that only a small percentage of 
the girls paroled or discharged from the school are trained in any one 
occupation that would permit them to accept any responsible position ex- 
cept that of ordinary domestic duties. 


7. It is disclosed that on several occasions since the establishment of 
the school that girls in a family way have been permitted to mingle with 
the other girls without restriction and it is disclosed that there is such a 
case now at the school with apparently no attempt to have the girl placed 
elsewhere or to prevent her in her present condition from coming daily in 
contact with the other inmates of the institution, a practice which in our 
opinion is not only deplorable, but absolutely detrimental to the other in- 
mates, particularly those of younger years. 


8. In relation to the operations of the institution it is disclosed that 
the superintendent assumes charge of the farming operations and the care 
of the livestock and while a foreman of the ranch is employed, he is at all 
times subject to the control, supervision and advice of the Superintendent. 


° 
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It is disclosed that the farm does not produce sufficient feed with which to 
care for the small number of livestock at the institution, and that it is 
usually necessary to purchase from forty to fifty per cent of the feed re- 
quired and used. It is disclosed, however, by the present farm foreman and 
by other persons, that under proper farming methods employed that the 
land can be made to produce all feed and produce needed and used at the 
institution and that it should produce, under proper methods, a surplus, at 
approximately the same cost of operation as is now expended. We find 
most of the buildings in a good state of. repair. The root cellar, used as 
a storeroom is well constructed, but due to neglect and carelessness in not 
. properly banking and not sufficient attention given to its condition, a great- 
er percentage of the vegetables stored have been frozen, it being estimated 
that approximately two carloads of produce has been rendered fit only to 
feed the livestock, which is now being done. The institution maintains a 
poultry plant with a capacity for 1500 adult chickens, well constructed and 
well equipped. It now houses about nine hundred chickens with fifteen 
to twenty per cent production in eggs. Practically all feed required for the 
poultry with the exception of home grown oats is purchased. The plant 
is under direct charge of the Superintendent, but is supervised by a mar- 
ried man whose family lives in Helena. It is disclosed that the poultry 
plant is operated at a cost of approximately $225.00 per month and is oper- 
ated at a loss. It is disclosed that hogs eight to nine months old when 
butchered, dressed about one hundred pounds each and many of the hogs 
on the place at this time are a year old and will not weigh to exceed one 
hundred pounds each. According to the testimony given by the head farm- 
er, not to exceed eight horses could do all the work required on the farm 
and that it is a useless expense to keep any horses in excess of that number. 
The sheep are well taken care of and apparently are a profit making invest- 
ment for the institution. 


9. It is disclosed from the engineer in charge that there have never 
been any fire drills conducted at the school, that the fire hydrants are not 
frequently tested and that the fire hose cart is stored behind obstacles 
under the gymnasium and in case of fire it would be difficult to reach the 
hose and fire fighting apparatus. We find the cottages are equipped with 
fire extinguishers. Four inch mains are provided with a pump for fire pro- 
tection. It is disclosed that the State Fire Marshal has not made a late 
inspection of the fire fighting apparatus or the water condition at the insti- 
tution, and it would appear that a serious fire hazard has been created and 
now exists at the institution through the neglect of State Officials charged 
with the duties of inspection and adequate equipment insisted upon. 


10. It is disclosed that the per capita cost of maintaining the institu- 
tion has greatly increased, which is explained by the Superintendent. as 
being due to sickness, ‘some capital repairs and other unavoidable expenses. 


11. We find that the general health condition at the school is good 
and that the inmates at the present time are well fed with good, substantial 
and wholesome food. 


In conclusion we would respectfully recommend: 


1. That greater educational facilities be provided for the inmates, 
rather than forcing them to submit to strenuous outdoor employment entire- 
ly out of keeping with modern corrective methods. 


2. We recommend that all girls at the school be classified according 
to age, adaptability and character and urge that dicipline in accord with 
humane practices prevail and that corrective, rather than penal methods 
be employed and that steps be taken to encourage a spirit of honest confi- 
dence and optimism among the inmates, rather than one of fear and an- 
tagonism. 

3. We recommend that the girls committed to this institution be 
trained in such womanly pursuits as will increase their efficiency and pro- 
ductivity in modern society after parole and discharge, rather than train- 
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ing them in the handling of stable forks, shovels and other farm tools 
utilized in connection with manual labor in the fields and barns. 


4, We recommend that girls should not be held in the Vocational 
School after they reach the age of eighteen. 


5. We recommend that the present Superintendent of the institution 
be replaced by some competent person who will install a proper course of 
education, of training and correction for the inmates of the institution and 
that this matter be given immediate consideration by the State Board of 
Education. 


6. We recommend that the operation of the farm be divorced from the 
administration of the institution and that a suitable and experienced farmer 
and dairyman be employed to operate the farm and care for the livestock. 

7. We recommend that such livestock as are not necessary for the use 
of the institution be disposed. of; that the State Engineer be instructed to 
make a comprehensive survey of the land belonging to the institution with 
a view to constructing sufficient drainage facilities as will reclaim a great- 
er portion of the land for cultivation purposes.
